REGULATION OF RADIO APPARATUS IN CANADIAN TERRITORIAL WATERS. 


The following extracts from the Canadian Radiotelegraph Act and 
Regulations concerning the operation of radio equipments on ves- 
sels in Canadian territorial waters are published for the information 
and guidance of masters and radio operators of American vessels 
visiting Canadian ports. 

73. Superfluous signals.—The transmission of superfiuous signals by any ship or 
coast station is absolutely prohibited; trials and practices are forbidden except under 
such circumstances as to preclude the possibility of interference with other stations. 

103. Ship stations т Canadian territorial waters.—The radiotelegraph stations on 
board ships (other than H. M. ships of war or Canadian Government vessels) shall not 
be worked while such ships are within the territorial waters of Canada, unless specific 
permission is granted therefor by the controlling Canadian coast stations for the locality,. 
and then only provided such working does not interfere with the operation of any 
coast station established in Canada, and that the provisions of the Radiotelegraph 
Convention of London, 1912, and the Service Regulations annexed thereto, are strictly 
observed, 

104. Ship stations in Canadian harbours.—(a) The radiotelegraph stations on board 
ships (other than Н. M. ships of war or Canadian Government vessels) shall not be 
worked whilst such ships are within a harbour of the Dominion of Canada. 

(b) For the proper enforcement of the above, ships of British register in Canadian 
harbours must completely disconnect their aerial wires from their radio apparatus,. 
the ends of such wires being suspended entirely clear of the radiotelegraph cabin, 
preferably from the main rigging, ір such a manner as to show they are properly dis- 
connected. 

(c) Ships of foreign register in a Canadian harbour must (subject to the provisions of 
the following subsection (d)) take down their aerial wires completely and disconnect 
the same from their radiotelegraph apparatus, 

(d) Ships of foreign register remaining in a Canadian harbour for less than twelve: 
hours may, at the discretion of the competent naval authority, be permitted to leave 
their aerials up, provided the same are disconnected in accordance with the provisions: 
of subsection (5) of this regulation. 


WARNING ТО RADIO OPERATORS. 


The attention of all radio operators оп American vessels engaged 
in foreign trade is invited to Article VI of the London convention 
and paragraph 209, page 74, of the regulations of the Department, 

rohibiting the transmission of superfluous signals, and to Article 

Кхху of the London convention, requiring the transmission of' 
radiograms, except as outlined in that article, to the nearest coastal 
station. 

The Department has recently received several complaints from 
foreign Governments of interference caused by the radio stations on 
board vessels of the United States while in or near foreign territory, 
the greater part of which has been caused by the attempts of radio 
operators to transmit long distances and by the transmission of 
superfluous signals, in violation of the above regulations. 

All radio operators are warned that they must obey the interna- 
tional regulations and the regulations of the Department, especially 
as regards interference with the operation of foreign radio stations, 
and any operator found guilty of willfully interfering with the oper- 
ation of other stations may suffer the suspension or revocation of 
his operator license. . 
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
